Macdonald College Adds New 
Course in Road Building 
iTo Curriculum

Now 
a very IIiiuoukIi course In the llieor- 
ctlcal .scenci- Is lo be Riven with the 
idea of tenchlnKr the prospe<'tlve farm- 
er how to 'build ami maintain the 
roads on his farm and the rouds borU- 
erln? upon It. ' 



Over Recent Victory — Do Con- 
siderable Damage 

Klneston, Nov. 3.— The fact that the 
Queen's football team defeated McGlll 
in niRby .Saturday, thereby wiiinliK; 
their first Knnie in three years, was too 
much for the students or the ci'owd. 

About two or three hundred of 
tlieni, by way of celeliial ion, held one 
of their old-ilini' rushes in the busi- 
ness sertlon of llie cliy Saturday night. 
and played lii);li JInUs for several 
hours. They made the (irailil Oiieni 
House tlie storm centre, and, after be- 
InK rofu.sed adniittaiico ut the main 
entrance, went around to tUn stiiKe 
door, and there they iiotinded in the 
liiff door and dhl considérable damage. 
The fusUlado carried on by the stu- 
dents was so lively that the play had 
to ho cllscoiitinuecl for a time. Valu- 
able scenery was damaced in the rusii, 
and as n result a nice little bill will go 
Into the Queen's Alma Mater Society 
for damaRea. The matter l>ecamu so 
serloUR that the police had to take ii 
hand to cpiell the students, but no .ar- 
rests were inade. 

Mayor HlBney nnd some of ihe i-ity 
officials were on the scene and tried to 
cool the students off, Inn their Joy 
over the victory w,is so ^;real that they 
Hlnijlly had to le.ir lliiuns loose In the 
e.xciteinent, A niimlier of street c;irs 
were held iij), much lo the annoyance 
of the citlsens.

lion fur sufli viicatlnns as library 
work, fieeietarial work, social work, 
etc, .Similarly, ilie li„Sc. course goen a 
long way to qualify women for spe- 
eiulizeil work, affording the founda- 
tions to which Applied Science must 
bo nilded for such work as that of che- 
mical !inill.vst.

Kvelyn Neslilt Thaw, "tho nio.st talk- 
ed of woman In the world," assisted 
by n company of fiftj' vaudevUie nr- 
tl.sts (SO) of at least fourth rate abil- 
ity, and .sixteen press asents ot un- 
doubtedly the first water — and tho 
eighth bcnetllctine — made her Initial 
apiH'arance at the Princess Theatre 
last evenluk'. 

We have no desire to bo over sev.TO 
upon ICvelyn herself and are willing to 
admit that she is a hard working wo- 
man bent upon making the most. In a 
legitimate way, ot tho temporary pub- 
licity her bii.sband's mlaforiiinci Iuuh 
bestowed upon her. With he,' inan- 
agers, liowevor, we do wish to cros.t 
swords. That any respoiisllile com- 
pany of Iheairleal agent.s should be .s.) 
lacking lu uianngorial shrewdness la 
tills year I9i;i as lo tnumine mat the 
mere notoriety of any woman Is auf- 
tlcient lo attract and ai>pease the seii- 
sation-iustlug niullitude. Is a thing 
scarcely to bo comprohcndcii. But of 
such blindness and mistaken Judgment 
the firm of I'umstock and Oest must 
staiul accused. 

It Is doubtful If in this day the pre- 
sentation of Cleopatra herself would 
farnlsh more than a mlM .-sensation In 
the re.ilm of Ihlntts theatrl>al— ive es- 
chew the word dramatic as being ar- 
chaic and beyond tho common ken. 
What chance tlien In the name of the 
father of sensatlou-mongors has a 
nu're pM who can neither ai't, .sine, 
nor dance, who appears on the .stage 
fully clothed and with no further cre- 
dentials or claim upon popular fnvor 
that the facts tliat her husband Is an 
ln.iane murderer and that -■'he lierseli 
figured as the victim of a -seduction 
some years past'.' 

The answer as returned by the au- 
dience at the Princess last oveniiig I» 
to be found In one word of four let- 
ters — "none." 

Tho neari'.-^t parallel to the iirosonl- 
ation of Hvelyu 'I'haw on tlie local 
boards is to be found in the presenta- 
tion of Uaby Oesly.s In tile ■'Winter 
tîardon" -show last winter. Hut there 
is a point at which the parallel lines 
diverge and proceed at an atigic of 
ninety degrees. 

The producers' of tlie rtaby Deslys 
sensation merely used Gaby as tho 
drawliiK foire and depended upon tlie 
efforts of Ai. Joison and hl.-> .followers 
'..o- the amusement of the crowd so 
drawn together. 'Hioso responsible for 
lOvelyn's appearance, however, have— 
FO far as we were able to gather in 
titling throHKh one periormance— pro- < 
vldod notlihi!,' in tho nature of amuse- 1 
ment or entortalnuuMU. It Is true tlmtj 
several vuildoville sklls are given, but 
it is hardly too much to s.iy that eaeli 
and every one of thoin Is Inloiinr lo 
several that are being pro.-eninl w.'ok- 
ly by tho management of tho luui.so 
across tho way. 

It has been stated by the advance 
agents that Kvelyii Is about to nniko 
an extended tour of lOurope. Person- 
allv. we doubt It: they are over op- 
tiinlstlc. If Harry K. should by any 
chance become again — and this time 
.■.eeurclv — Incarcerated In Mattonwim 
It Wouldn't be four mouths before Kv- 
eivn .\osblt would be back In her nat- 
ural and proper sphere as n kicker in 
the "Honohdu Princess" (yet to be 
written), known only «."> the brunette, 
third from the end. second row left. 

Let it suffice that the nuillence at 
the Prlncp^:.-) last ovoning received two 
acts of the play with ominou.» silence 
and that tho third was concluded mid 
booing and hissing and loughtcr. 



A clergyman Is quoted os saying 
that ho goes to the theater occasion- 
ally, and would liko to go oftener, but 
refrains for the sake of the young peo- 
ple lo whom bo has to act a.s a guide. 
-Mlulsteis wlio alteud tile theater from 
whatever motive imist be more or less 
oonniiou In those days, for not Infre- 
inuiitiy v.c hour of performances at 
whli'li they make up. by Invitation, the 
elUlli' .. ^ulii lKe. 'rile motive of this 
parliciilar luio fiu- not gidag oftener 
sceau "very Incongruous" to Dr. A. C 
Mixiia, who writes frum London to 
The Kxamlncr (Now York), lie takes 
till' pci.siiiiMi that "If it is right and 
; prolUable for hlni tu go to the theater 
[lit all, wUy should he nut go often, 
j rather than occasionally, since ho 
frankl.v confesses his di'siro to do so '."' 
The Inconsistency of tlio minister's at- 
tituile seems to l)r. Lllx(ni to lie in his 
desire for bis own pleasure and Ills 
wish til suldc the youivg into other 
channels for theirs. I>r. Blxon does 
not show himself a warm friend of 
tlie theater, but he pals au old posi- 
tion in a fresh light. .Merely the re- 
statement of siicli an old position 
|lii-lps Us tu see the question as a inile- 
IHisi along the way we are traveling. 
He writes: 

"The minister doubtless means that 
he would guide thoni In selecting the 
liesl plays and would take them to 
the lu'st Uioiitcr.s. Will, there may In- 
.'^oiiu' gooil plays, HO far as acting a 
part can ever he good; but, so tar us 
we liavo boon able to learn by rather 
careful InvestlKatloii, there are no 
Booil theaters. Sir Henry Irving tried 
to niaUe the Lyceum a good mural 
theater, and failed, r-^dwln Booth de- 
teriulncd to make his theater In New 
York sileli ;i place morally that par- 
ents iniv'lit take their i-hiiilren to It 
without fear of ciintainlnatioii. with 
the result that the enterprise went Into 
hnnkruptcy and tho building was sold 
for a warehinise. Hannah Moore 
wrote some gmiil plays, full of Chris- 
tian scullinent, but they did not pay. 

"We havo been searching for a Ihe- 
nter on earth In which a play which 
nppoal.s to tbo b;iser naiurrs of men 
and Woiiun Is never acted, iind we have 
not yet succeeded In lludlng one. Tlie 
theater as an institution is bad, as Is 
ndinlttpd by Its friends, -whatever may 
1)0 the i|iiallly of iiceaslonni porfonn- 
ani'i's. When .our ministerial trienil 
W'ails his young people to tlie, theater 
occa.slonally, that they may erfjoy to- 
Kellior what ho rbhshlors a good play, 
he iiia.v lie assaieil that he is leading 
tluni lo llie I'.-iil which is ;ilmnst cer- 
tain to iiUure them lo tho bad play 
nlso; and even if they do not, lie has 
linked hUnself and them In associa- 
tion with an avowedly liad lust Itultnn, 
ami Itas violated the principle wllleh 
the Aposlle Paul adoptt-il In do:lllng 
Willi the iiiipsllon of eating meat of- 



fered to Idols. I'uul refused tu do uu, 
nut because It would hurt him, but 
bvcauHO It llnkod him with the great 
evil Institution uf idol worihip, and 
would thus lead to hla loss ot Intlu- 
uiiuu for good." 

Taking Sir Herbert Tree's observa- 
tion that "tho Church and the stage 
liuvo now come toKcthor und are on 
friendly terms," us a text, tho writer 
retorts: "It so. it Is not bccauso the 
staKe has been lifted to tho level of 
tho true Church, but tiocause the 
(.'hurcli has fallen to the level ot the 
stage." Dr. Dixon's poultlou Is that 
"tho difference between the Oiurch 
and the stage Is an Impassable ellf." 
Hu goes on: 

"The purpose of tho stage Is to 
teach people how to act a part; tho 
piirpuKC of the Church of Christ is to 
teach them how to be real. Tho pur- 
pose of the stag!) Is to amuse; the 
luirpoiic of the t.,'hurc!i is to save. The 
symhul of the Cliurch of Christ Is 
the cross; thu symbol of tho stage 
may well bn the baby's rattle. The 
purpose of the stage Js to make mon- 
ey, and managers are not slow to do 
so. even at the expense of niod mor- 
als; tho iiurposc of the Cnurch of 
CltrlHl Is to maisc character, and good 
morals are not for sale at any price. 
Tile staije gives what the people w:int. 
anil, sad to say, the worst plays of- 
ten draw the lilggest crowds; the pur- 
pose ot the Church of Christ is to 
give what people need, regardless of 
Us popularity. The stage ministers to 
'the lust of the llesli. and the lust of 
the evos, and the pride of lite, which 
is iiol of tho Katlier': the purpose of 
the Church ot Christ is to crucify these 
things. The stage Is a caterer; the 
Church of Christ Is a prophet. Tlio 
stage In Its tragedies glorlllcs re- 
venge; the Ciiureh ot Christ teaches 
forgiveness of enemies and the pa- 
tient endurance of wrong, 'i'ho ten- 
dency ot tho stage is to make jicoiilo 
childish In their feverish desire tor 
diversion; the work of the Church Is 
to make people cliildllko In tlieir faith 
and love and simplicity of eliaraetor. 
Tlie tendency of the stage Is to keep 
the race In Its chlldlinod of solt-gratl- 
fviug amusoiuont; the work ot the 
Church Is to lead the r.ice Into the 
manhood of sclf-sacrilUlng achieve- 
ment, 'i'he footlights are suggestive of 
tho fart that the lower tendencies nt 
lium;in nature are there liroiight Into i 
prominence; the Church of t.'lirlst . 
would magnify the hoad-llKhl and 
heart-light that reveal und develop 
the higher attribnles of our being, lu 
a word, the real ("hureli Is the incar- 
nation of the îpirjt of Christ, pure, 
humble, self sacritlcing, and forgiving; 
the sitngo l.s tho Incarnation of 'the 
spiril of the world, lustful, proud, 
selllsh and revengeful. And what (Jod 
hath put asunder, let nu man juin to- 
gether,"

Probably nowhere else In Canada Is 
there a stronger co-operative spirit in 
forest tiro protection than hua been 
developed by tho Chief Fire Hanger 
of tho Dominion Governinent among 
the rangers, Indians, trappers and 
packers of tho Northern -Manitoba 
Fire District. The work among the 
Indiana has boon especially beneficial, 
for In the past they were notoriously 
careless, especially In leaving camp- 
firoB burning. Hut, largely owing to 
thu energy and initiative ot the f'hii f 
Itanger, the attitude ot tho Indians 
has boon changed from ono of indif- 
ference to ono of keen Interest, so 
much HO, that that official writes: 
"The conservation of the forests bus 
become us red-hot a topic out here as 
real estate In the West." 

Jlecenlly, when treaty-money was 
being paid to the Indians nt Cross 
Lake, a special council meeting of 
Buventy-fivo to eighty Indians was 
culled, at which un auimuted discus- 
sion of forest fire protection took 
place. The Chief Ranger writes:— 
"While tho meeting was in progross, 
the Indian Agent and party came, but

Once in a while one's attention is attracted by a slight incident 
which reveals a condition that points clearly to progress or. perhaps, 
to stagnation or even to retrogression. 

Such an incident occ\irred a short time ago when a theological 
student in the course of an address urged the younger thcologs to 
take an active part in university life before passing out of it forever. 
Tbe necessity for such a statement really exists, and that it does 
' exist reveals a condition that augurs not well for the future of the 
Church. 

It is a well-necognized fact that theologs — and by theologs is 
meant men >yho are taking work in McGill with a view to becom- 
ing ministers — do not take as active an interest in university affairs 
as they should. This is a loss to McGill and a loss to the theologs. 
The University would benefit in many of its affairs by the interest 
of the theologs and they, in turn, would be better educated, more 
cosmopolitan, and more cultured, if they "mixed" more wit]i men 
from the other faculties. 

Theological colleges are, by their very nature, more narrow in 
their scope than the university. They specialize on one phase of 
learning. Their work is to train a mind already broadened by a 
general education, along one line of thought, and to make the stu- 
dent adopt a oertain attitude of mind from a particular point of 
view. Needless to say such a system, good though it be. whether 
in theology or in any other department of knowledge, must be pre- 
ceded by a wide acquaintance with men as well as by a broad and 
liberal education if the student is to avoid becoming hide-bound in 
his sympathies. 

In a university like McGill are to be found men from many 
countries, each bringing with him different views and representing 
different traditions. The mere act of getting acquainted with so 
inany diverse types as are here represented, is in itself a liberal edii- 
.tation. And it is just such a training as this that students require, 
%vhose life work's success depends largely on their ability to ap- 
proach, understand and get into sympathetic relations with men. 

The minister of the future, even in a more wide sense than his 
predecessor, must be a man among men if his work is to bring 
the desired results. The Church of to-day is fighting a battle for 
its life, and perhaps the chief reason why she has been put in this 
'position is because her ministers have been too professional and not 
sufficiently acquainted with human nature. The clergyman, as such, 
• like every other professional man, is only of secondary importance; 
it is the man that counts. 

The clergyman should be able to feel as much at ease among a 
gathering of engineers as among a crowd of fcllow-clergyjncn, ns 
free and easy among lawyers and doctors as with his own deacons 
and elders. 

To the other professions he should look for his best assistants, 
because their education and training fits them for leadership, and 
he requires leaders in his work. The student of to-day is the leader 
of thought to-morrow. The moulder of public opinion should be 
the clergyman's best assistant in his work of moral uflift and spirit- 
ual regeneration. Yet how can men of other professions assist the 
clergyman if he is afraid of them, and feels that he cannot be an 
agreeable companion when in their society? If he repels instead of 
attracting, if he freezes the "genial current of the soul" instead of 
getting their interest and sympathy? 

He is, perhaps, only too anxious to make use of their services In 
his work, and desirous to make himself their friend, yet he fre- 
quently fails, fails because he is not accustomed to meeting educat- 
ed men from other walks of life on common ground. Nowhere can 
one acquire the faculty of getting acquainted with other men so 
easily as in college, nowhere else can one meet so many diverse types 
who, in future years, are to be leading citizens. Therefore, it is 
among his fellow-students that the theolog — .«o called — should get 
his best training for his life's work; it is there he should get the "cor- 
ners knocked off," and acquire a polish that he can never acquire 
so easily elsewhere. 

Notwithstanding the numerous and obvious advanlaRcs to be 
derived through association with their fellow-students and also 
.through an active participation in the various undergraduate activi- 
ties, however, the theologs at McGill have not as yet taken full ad- 
Vantage of these opportunities. There are exceptions, it is true, and 
these exceptions have, in mo5l cases, al least shown themselves to be 
made of the right sort of .stuff. I here are, no doubt, many obstacles 
in the path of a theological student when pursuing an education 
through the medium of undergraduate activities, but these can soon 
be overcome. When these students come to a realization of what 
they are missing all obstacles will, in the course of events, be over- 
come and their present restricted course of training will J^ccome 
wider in scope and more productive of good results
